Suber,  this  administration  began  implementation  of  an  ambitious 
five-year  plan  designed  to  increase  enrollment;  maintain  academic 
excellence;  expand  academic  opportunities  for  nontradirif)nal 
students  and  attract  and  retain  t|ualitv  facultv. 

We  continue  to  institute  programs  and  activities  that  enhance  the 
oxcrall  qualit)'  of  student  Ufe;  develop  and  maintain  strong 
rclauonships  with  the  college's  extended  communit\-;  and  ensure  an 
tinyielding  standard  of  excellence  in  every  endea\(ir  the  college 
undertakes. 

The  following  is  a  brief  recap  of  some  of  the  current  initiatives 
that  the  administration,  faculty  and  staff  of  Saint  Augustine's 
College  have  undertaken   since  P);'2000  to  continue  the  mission  set 
lurlh  b\  our  founders: 

•  1  Linding  of  sponsored  program  and  research  grants  has  increased  dramancalK.  More  than  SK  million  in 
grants  and  awards  trom  organizations  such  as  the  National  Science  boundation  and  National  Institutes 
of  Health  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  have  helped  to  strengthen  the 
college's  academic  otferings,  support  science  and  technology  programs;  promote  research  in  the 
biomedical  and  beha\ioral  sciences,  and  increase  partnerships  within  the  greater  communitv 

•  Computer  labs  have  been  installed  and/or  updated  in  the  Library,  the  Bover  F^ducation  Building,  the 
(Cheshire  building,  and  the  Student  De\elopment  Center  Laboratory. 

•  The  Library  has  been  expanded  and  updated,  and  more  than  SLi(),(IUU  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase 
of  new  volumes. 

•  I -Extensive  renovations  to  man\  of  the  buildings,  residence  halls  and  grounds  have  enhanced  the  campus. 

•  Major  campus  upgrades  to  enhance  student  life  mckale  new  furnishings  in  the  residence  halls,  the 
complete  renovation  of  Emery  Gymnasium,  and  an  upgrade  of  the  Marun  Luther  King,  |r  Stutlent 
Union.  Also,  a  Student  Living  &  Learning  Center  funded  by  a  S2.5  million  National  Science  b^oundation 
grant  provides  for  the  designation  of  a  floor  in  one  of  the  women's  and  one  of  the  men's  residence 
halls  for  science,  computer  science,  and  math  majors.  Students  living  on  these  designated  floors  have 
access  to  tutorial  services  and  computers  located  in  their  residence  hall  and  a  laboratory  in  the  science 
building. 

•  The  kick(jtt  of  our  135th  Founders  Celebration  resulted  in  a  record-breaking  SLi(),(l(K),  and  a  pledge 
from  Dr  Maya  Angelou  to  "adopt"  Saint  Augustine's  College  and  bring  her  considerable  talents  to  bear 
to  ad\ance  the  college's  mission  and  goals. 

•  Alumm,  corporate  and  foundation  gi\'ing  is  on  the  rise  as  major  donors  recognize  the  College's 
potential.  Among  the  major  contributions  recei\ed  are  a  5750,000  gift  from  teh  Belk  Foundationto  build 
out  the  institution's  track  and  field  complex  and  a  5500,000  gift  from  Wachovia  Foundation  for 
scholarships  and  capital  improvements. 

•  The  college,  together  with  Drucker  &  Falk's  Senior  Living  Division  and  Winston-Salem  based 
Di\ersitied  Senior  Services  has  entered  preliminary  negotiations  to  establish  a  Senior  Retirement  \'illage 
(in  the  Saint  Augustine's  College  campus  and  is  seeking  HUD  funds  to  support  the  effort.   The  planned 
first  phase  ot  the  development  will  incorporate  140  umts  of  independent  living  apartments  and  60  units 
ot  assisted  living.   The  proposed  515  million  project  wUl  be  situated  on  about  8  acres  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  Saint  /Vugustine's  College's  105  acre  campus.

Other  Saint  Augustine's  College  athletes  coached  b\'  Williams  who  competed  in  the  200(1 
Olympics  were:  Gabriel  Burnett  ('00)  who  represented  Barbados  in  the  men's  110-meter  high 
hurdles;  Karlene  Haughton  ('96)  who  represented  Canada  in  the  4x4()<  1-meter  rela\';  Florencia 
Hunt  ('00)  who  represented  Netherlands  Andlles  in  the  women's  800  meters;  and  Tan\  a  ( )xley

W  illiams  continues  to  coach  several  ot  today's  top  prcj Sessional  runners,  including  400-meter 
competitors  Michele  Collins  who  finished  second  at  the  2002  L'.S.  Championships  and  FaTasha 
Colancier- Richardson,  a  2000  gold  medalist  in  the  1,600-meter  rela\'.

The  following  information  was  gathered 
from  a  transcription  of  an  aiidiotaped 
interview,  History  of  Saint  Augustine's  Colkge 
Athktics  by  Dr.  James  A.  Bqyer  and  from  information 
provided  from  the  Falcon  Foundation.  The  interview 
was  conducted  by  Harvey  D.  Heartley,  St., 
former  basketball  coach  and  Athletic  Director 
and  Linda  Simmons-Henry,  then  Associate 
Director  of  the  Prezell  Robinson  Library. 
This  interview  of  President  Emeritus  James 
Boyer  took  place  in  his  home  July  25,  1997. 
Dr.  Boyer's  remarks  are  italicized. 

The  first  rcci^rdcd  S.iint  /Augustine's  (College 
f( )( )tball  game  was  played  against  a  Chapel  Hill 
club  team  on  Thanksgiving  Day  1899.  The 
contest  ended  in  a  5-5  tie.  Dean  Charles  H.  Boyer 
was  coach,  player  and  reporter  for  the  game. 

The  intercollegiate  football  program  at  Saint 
Augustine's  College  dates  back  to  1904,  inidated 
by  Professor  Charles  H.  Boyer,  a  Yale  L'niversit\' 
graduate  who  joined  the  tacult\  in  bS96.  B()\cr, 
who  was  proficient  in  a  number  of  sports,  found 
a  void  at  Saint  Augustine's  College  when  he 
realized  there  were  no  intramural  or 
intercollegiate  athletics.  As  a  great  lover  of  sports, 
he  initiated  the  first  athletic  program  for  the 
College. 

He  brriught  to  the  college  the  Yale  Universitj' 
colors  of  blue  and  white.  The  athletic  teams  were 
initialh  called  the  Fighting  Saints.  According  to 
Dr.  )ames  Boyer,  who  served  as  president  of 
Saint  Augustine's  College  from  1954-1967  and  is 
now  deceased,  football  was  the  first  sport 
organized  b\'  the  young  coach.  "In  the  first  years  nf 
football  nv  played  Shaw  Uiiirersity,  Johnson  C.  Smith 
(then  B/ddle  Unire?:rit)'),  and  Bennett  College,  niiich  no 
longer  has  a  football  team,  "  l)e  said.  "We  also  played 
Ljringstone  College,  I  irginia  Vnion  and  sereral  sclinnls 
of  that  nature.  " 

Saint  Augustine's  College  was  state  champic  m 
in  football  from  1926-1928.  During  this  time  the 
team  s  name  changed  to  the  Horses  and 
eventually  in  1948,  the  Horses  became  known  as 
the  Saint  Augustine's  College  Falcons. 

Earlv  pioneer  coaches  included  Lester 
Granger,  who  came  from  Dartmouth  College, 
and  who  later  became  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Nav\-  during  World  War  II,  and  Lt.  Lawrence  A. 


( )xlev  from  Harvard,  who  coached  both  football 
and  baseball.  George  Mitchell,  an  All-American 
graduate  from  Shaw  L'niversity,  coached  track, 
football  and  baseball.  Mitchell  was  the  first  to 
have  an  athlete  appear  in  the  Penn  State  Relays. 

The  athletic  program,  run  <  )n  a  shoestring 
budget,  was  primarily  funded  by  the  National 
Protestant  Fipiscopal  Church  of  the  United 
States.  According  to  Boyer,  there  were  few  federal 
tunds  at  that  time.  "Daring  the  early  years  there  were 
bardi]'  any  }Hjver)inient  funds  for  things  of  that  sort, "  he 
said.  "Thiit  came  after  IVorld  War  II.  " 

Among  the  most  notable  Saint  Augustine's 
College  football  players  was  Isaac  "Big  T" 
Lassiter  '63.  According  to  Boyer,  Lassiter  iras  the  first 
"St.  .lag"  athlete  to  make  a  professional  football  team. 
Another  "St.  Aug."  great  was  Roland  Miles,  who 
played  professionally  lor  the  Canadian  Football 
League. 

Citing  budget  constraints,  the  college  ended 
the  football  program  in  1967.  In  2001,  after  more 
than  three  decades  without  a  football  team. 
President  Dianne  Boardley  Suber,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  reinstated  the 
football  program  at  the  college.  By  December 
2001,  Michael  Costa  was  hired  as  head  football 
coach. 

The  college  has  united  with  communit\'  friend 
Enloe  High  Schtxil  and  will  plav  all  home  games 
at  their  stadium.  With  the  addition  of  six 
assistant  coaches  and  offices  located  in  L\nch 
Hall,  the  revitalized  Falcon  football  program 
stands  ready  to  embark  on  the  first  of  many 
fabulous  seasons  to  come.
